There has been action, during the past weekend, and it bids to 
continue, on the issue of the Town Dump. 

One, or more than one group of selectmen are reliably 
reported to be seeking a solution to the dump crisis. One group 
is said to be negotiating with Clarance Spinazola, owner of the 
land on which the condemned dump is located. 


Their motive apparently is to 
save the town money. and to buy 
the town breathing time in its 
search for proper facilities for get- 
ting rid of town rubbish. 

According to reports which seem 
to be rejiable. the Attorney 
General's office has said that if a 
satisfactory solution can be found 
it will agree to it. even if the land 
involved is that of the present 
owner of the dump. The same in- 
formation says that selectmen 
Boylen and Miceli are negotiating 
with Spimazola, for a three year 
contract at $60 thousand a year, us- 
img a different tract of land, five 
actes in area. 

The promise seems to be that 
before the end of three years there 
will be an incinerator in Haverhill, 
or elsewhere in eastern

However, the chances of the 
proposed Haverhill facility being 
ready in three years or less are not

proposed by the selectmen is incomplete. 
Certain key phrases have been omitted. 

If the article does get to be discussed, on 
the floor of the Town Meeting, it is quite 
probable that the Town Counsel will be call- 
ed upon to discuss the facts of that omis- 
sion, and whether or not it exists. The 
voters will be able to decide for 
themselves, after listening. 

There is another point. 

If, under Article 28, Wilmington es- 
tablishes a Board of Appeals for Official 
Maps it might find that it has two, or even 
three, Boards of Appeals. One would be for 
zoning cases; one would be for subdivision 
cases, and the third for Official Map cases. 

That would be a wonderful thing for the 
lawyers, but it might not be good for the 
average home owner. 

In such a case, a home owner who seeks 
to have a change made, in some minor rul- 
ing, would have to hire a lawyer, or else go 
to two or three Boards of Appeal, in public 
hearings. If one board turns down that 
hote owner, he would lose out. 

If the town meeting votes for.a Board of 
Appeals as suggested it might be wise to 
have an amendment to the motion, saying 
that Wilmington is voting to establish only 
one Board of Appeals, and that such board 
will hear all cases that may properly be 
brought before any Board of Appeals in 
Wilmington.

Town fathers to mull 
new DPW superintendent 


Tewksbury selectmen have 
agreed to study applications of 
persons seeking to replace John 
Condon as superintendent of public 
works. Condon was replaced in 
January. but his replacement 
resigned without ever assuming 
the job. 

In a related matter, Selectman 
Norman O. Boudreau advised the 
board that the town’s DPW bylaw 
was never accepted. although no 
one apparently knew it but Town 
Clerk John A. Hedstrom, and ac- 
cording to Hedstrom, former 
Chairman of Selectmen Richard A 
Adams Sr. 

The bylaw sets the standards for 
the DPW superintendent 

Boudreau told the board that 
Hedstrom informed him the bylaw 
wasn't in effect when he happened 
to discuss the matter Hedstrom, 
according to Boudreau. said he 
told Adams of the matter last 
year. 

Selectmen learned that the at- 
torney general informed Hedstrom 
after the town meeting acted on 
the bylaw that he couldn't rule on 
its legality until the pendin legisla- 
tion creating the DPW was ap- 
proved by the general court. 

As a result, the bylaw was never 
approved by the attorney general. 
a requirement for its becoming 
law in the town, Boudreau said. 

Town Counsel Zaroulis, 
questioned on the matter. said he 
had never heard the bylaw hadn't 
been accepted. He said however 
that the bylaw could still be sent to 
the attorney general's office for a 
ruling on its legality 

Executive Secretary Ruth 
Ruburt. also questioned on the 
matter, said she hadn’g heard 
anything about it from Hedstrom 

In another matter concerning 
the town clerk's office, Boudreau 
said he talked to Hedstrom, and 
the town clerk said an article es- 
tablishing membership of the 
council on aging hadn't been filed 
for attorney general's approval in 
1972. 

As a result. the bylaw now listed 
in the town code is invalid. and the 
original 1969 bylaw is still in 
effect. That sets membership as 
the chairpersons or/their designees 
vf the board of health, housing 
authority and recreation commis- 
sion as well as five selected by the 
board of selectmen.

Boudreau suggested the board 
support a new membership bylaw 
he prepared. That would have the 
board name all members of the 
council, but on a staggered basis so 
as to allow continuity of most 
members each year. 

Selectmen Frank A. Antonelli 
and Neil Niven Jr. supported 
reestablishing the 1972 bylaw 
That has the selectmen choose five 
members. who in turn choose a 
chairman who selects six more 
members. 

The board also suspended its 
earlier decision to earmark land 
beside the DPW garage for DPW 
use The 1974 town meeting 
authorized that the land be turned 
over to the Disabled American 
Veterans (DAV) post for a new 
headquarters if the town didn't 
state it was needed for town pur- 
poses within six months. 

That action was deemed ad- 
visory only by Town Counsel 
Charles J. Zaroulis. Selectmen 
said when Condon took over the 
DPW he said the land wouldn't be 
needed. but just before he left he 
said it would 

Selectmen agreed to refer the 
need for the land to the new DPW 
head when the post is filled. Then 
they will act finally on the matter

Planning Board 


‘No Vote’ recommended 


Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975, a new zoning law signed by 
the Governor just before Christmas has the Wilmington Plan- 
ning Board worried. The new law will supplant the present law 
in a couple of years, and might possibly do so the first time there 
is a vote to change zoning, in a Wilmington town meeting. No 
one seems to.know what the law means, or what may happen. 

The Planning Board does not want a law ‘by accident’, and 
that possibility exists, in the coming town meeting. 


Five different opinons have 
reached the planning board since it 
first discussed 808 two weeks ago. 
None of them agree. 

The Town Counsel, Alan Altman, 
has said that there should be five 
‘perfecting’ votes by the 
legislature. Meanwhile,he advises 
that any change in zoning have a 
‘disclaimer’ before it is voted, so 
that Chapter 808 does not im- 
mediately take effect. 

Roger Worth, Planning Intern, 
told the board Tuesday evening 
that Chapter 808 is an ‘imperfect 
law’. He too thinks there should be 
five amendments voted by the 
legislature. but he cannot predict 
when and if the legislature will do 
that, 


Tuesday evening, after the plan- 
ning board had finished their re- 
quired public hearing on the four 
Zoning articles in the Warrant for 
the Town Meeting they got around 
to discussing the meaning of 
Chapter 808. 

Arthur Harding, former chair- 
man. was not alone when he 
proposed that the Planning Board 
make ‘No Report’ for its report to 
the town i 

A ‘No Report’ by a planning 
board. on a zoning article, means 
that a town meeting can take no 
action until 20 days have elapsed, 
after the date of the public hear- 
ing. The Wilmington Planning 
Board! used that device about 15 
years ago. on a zoning article for 
the industrial property northerly 
of Concord Street. The Board of 
Selectmen of that day was furious, 
- but there was nothing the 
selectmen could do. 

That episode in the town's 
history was discussed, Tuesday 
evening. The members of the plan- 
ning board compared it to the pre- 
sent action of the selectmen, in 
which the town meeting cannot 
discuss Site One for a public dump 
because the selectmen kept it out. 
The planning board members saw 
the two actions as being similar. 

So the Planning Board listened 
to Joel Gardiner. one of the newer 
members, when he said the thing 
to do was to allow the voters to dis- 
cuss the articles. and to recom- 
mend that the town meeting vote 
No, on all four articles 

‘Recommend disapproval’ he 
said, ‘and and tell them our fear of 
what will happen, if it means we 

adopt Chapter 808. I don’t think it 
is our function to keep things from 
the town meeting.’ 

Arthur Harding saw the point, 
and withdrew his motion. Then, 
after Gardiner's motion to reco- 
mend disapproval had been voted, 
Harding recommended that Gar- 
diner be the person to explain the 
reasons to the town meeting

Wilmington will have. 
a one sided street 


Wilmington may well find itself 
to be a community with a one sided 
street. after the coming town 
meeting 

Article 16 of the warrant for the 
Town Meeting asks that the voters 
relocate Forest Street. which runs 
from Burlington Avenue to the 
home site of Sgt. Abram Jaquith, 
one of the first settlers in what is 
now Wilmington. Forest Street 
was just a way, without definition. 
Even after it was accepted as a 
street. about 1893, there was still 
no actual definition of the street, a 
condition that exists to this day. 

A couple of years ago a study 
committee, working for the Town 
Manager and School Superinten- 
dent. reported that Forest Street 
was the rhost dangerous one in 
Wilmington, from the viewpoint of 
safety of school children. As a 
result a sidewalk is being planned, 
to offer those children safety from 
automobiles. 

Before a sidewalk can be con- 
structed there must be engineering 
plans. With no definition of where 
the sides of the street are, that 
isn't easy. The result is that in 
order to get the space needed, 
private property will have to be 
‘taken’ along @he length. of the 
street. just to make the edges of 
the road straight. and not look like 
the teeth of a broken saw. 

Town Engineer, Bob Higgins, 


told the Planning Board that in the ~ 


design of Forest Street and its 
sidewalk the town Engineering 
Department was trying to look to 
the future. The residents of that 
area were not happy with the 
plans. and as a result there were 


ptwo lengthy sessions with the 


Board of Selectmen. What came 
out of those conferences was an 
agreement for the layout of one 
side’of Forest Street, and for that

» Dear Larz 

After viewing your account of 
the tragic West Street fire that oc- 
curred Friday morning, February 
20. I feel it necessary to add this 
commentary. 

News items concerning fire 
fighters are often small, unless 
they concern effects of fire depart- 
ment cost on a town budget. The 
lot of a fire fighter is a seldom dis- 
cussed but very dangerous one. 
Fire fighters are taken for granted 
mainly because the fire fighter has 
low public visibility and the only 
time most people care about the 
fire fighter is when they need him 
A fire fighter is the subject of fre- 
quent ridicule, and is often 
forgotten when credit or praise is 
due. The fire fighter is constantly 
told his job is not as bad as he says 
it is, and that he is over paid. 

I often wonder how many people 
realize that fire fighters are 
responsible for emergency 
medical care in Wilmington, and 
do people know that the fire 
fighters who operate Wilmington's 
two ambulances are trained and 
nationally registered as Emergen- 
cy Medical Technicians. Does the 
public know recommendations call 
for five men on an engine com- 
pany: six men on a ladder com- 
pany and six men on a rescue com- 
pany, yet there are only seven 
men on duty in Wilmington’s lone 
fire house 

The initial response to the West 
Street fire (or any building fire) 
called for: one man to assume 
responsibilities of fire department 
disptacher and six men to respond 
with two engines and one ladder to 
the fire location. Upon arrival 
these six men were face-to-face 
with the impossible task of effec- 
ting a rescue of two persons from a 
two-and-one-half story building 
that was engulfed in flames. 

My sole purpose for this letter is 


to gain recognition for the tasks

that are a part of the job to men 
who have chosen fire fighting as 
their career. 1 would like to 
recognize not only the first men on 
the scene who gave 150% of 
themselves in attempts to perform 
Herculean feats set before them, 
but also to the nine off-duty men 
who responded to the fire scene 
and aided in the exhausting battle 
to extinguish the blaze and the 
grim task of recovering two fire 
victims. Other recognition is due 
to three fire fighters from other 
towns. who left their homes to 


come and lend a hand to their < 


brother fire fighters in the cold 
darkness of early morning. Not to 
be forgotten are the dispatcher, 
several off-duty Wilmington fire 
fighters, who along with 
Tewksbury Engine 2 and its men 
covered the Wilmington fire sta- 
tion for the duration of the fire. 

Words cannot tell the story of 
the phenomenal effort exerted by 
fire fighters at 123 West Street on 
that Friday morning; each man at 
that fire earned his annual salary 
in the first 60 minutes. 

Fire fighters do not ask for 
praise or recognition, but it is due 
them, and perhaps my letter will 
open someone's eyes. I take my 
hat off to the men who fought that 
fire and all fires. I can attest to 
the traumatic experience, the ex- 
haustion, the aches and pains, and 
the mental anguish caused by that 
fire, because I was there with 
those men who first stepped off 
their apparatus at 4:48 that mor- 
ning. 

I am a Wilmington fire fighter, 
and am extremely proud to work 
with men who give of themselves 
in the interest of others

Now we are told by Selectman 
Miceli that the dump is to be cles-~ 
ed by Friday. March 5, unless the 
town presents a contract to the At- 
torney General for a samitary Land- 
fill facility on or before Friday. 
March 5. Furthermore. Selectman 
Miceli states that he imtends to 
enter the town into yet another 
contract with the same dump 
operator to upgrade the same 
dump which has been operating for 
the past (?) years!!

Probably everyone in 
Massachusetts is aware that the 
State Secretary of State had to 
spend in excess of a quarter of a 
million dollars, to print ballots for 
the American Party, because that 
party had more than the minimum 
required number of votes in the 
1972 presidential primaries. In a

Wilmington had a similar situa- 
tion. Tuesday. Four years ago 
there were three votes for the 
American Party.

Republicans and Democrats. The 
Town Clerk allocated one machine 
for Republican voters, and three 
for Democrat voters in each of the 
precincts. 

Everything was fine, except in 
Precinct Five. which is heavily 
Democratic. There the Democrats 
were standing in line, waiting for 
their turn to vote - and meanwhile 
the American Party machine was 
standing. unused. 

There was only one vote for the 
American Party cast. and that was 
in Precinct Four. It was a writer in 
vote. for Wallace.
